There were all kinds of imple 
ments of tragedy and horror such 
as pistols and knives and knucks. 
Of special interest was the turret 
in the roof of the mobile unit. 
It 
is of armor plate and bullet-proof 
glass which can be elevated to a 
commanding 
position 
four 
feet 
above the roof by means of an en 
gine-operated hydraulic hoist. 
It is 
five feet deep and 52 inches in di 
ameter, large enough to aceomruo 
date two or three people equipped 
with gun ports and steel lid for 
emergency exit. This original equip-1 
ment was intended for use in case 
of riot and other emergencies re 
quiring protection from commonly 
used bullets. 
Reason for the turret is that the 
unit formerly was the “land battle­ 
ship” of the Illinois State Police. 
It was operated as a mobile crime 
detection laboratory and disaster 
unit. 
It was decommissioned in 
1949 because it proved too heavy 
and ponderous for practical use

Gillette Blasts 
Blunders by 
Administration 


Democratic Senator 
Charges Diplomatic 
Disaster at Geneva 


WASHINGTON IPU-Sen Guy M 
Gillette (D-Iowa) charged the ad­ 
ministration today with leading the I 
nation into a “diplomatic disaster” I 
at Geneva that is weakening the 
anticom m unist front “ all over the 
globe " 
“ The collapse of American lead­ 
ership among the free nations at 
Geneva is a fact no one can or will 
deny,” he declared. 
“ . . . it has 
already cost the United States a 
heavy loss of influence in Europe 
and will surely cost us an even 
heavier, if not a complete loss of 
face in Asia.” 
He suggested that the adm inis­ 
tration’s “ grim threats of massive 
retaliation followed by explosion of 
the hydrogen bomb, the hints of 
direct American intervention with 
ground forces” wore all “ a gigan­ 
tic bluff’ that had failed. 
Gillette made the statements in 
a bristling speech before a m eet­ 
ing of the 
Democratic National 
committee here 
It was one of the 
sharpest attacks a leading Demo­ 
crat has made on the adm inistra­ 
tion’s policy on Indochina and at 
the Geneva conference 
Drive Ahead for Alliance 
It came only a few hours after 
Secretary of State 
John 
Foster 
Dulles gave congressional leaders 
a secret briefing on the problems 
at Geneva and the administration’s 
plans for dealing with the grave 
crisis in Southeast Asia. 
Informed sources revealed Dul­ 
les said the administration intends 
to drive ahead with its effort to 
create a Southeast Asia alliance 
despite Britain’s initial turndown. 
But they said he did not suggest 
any congressional action looking to 
ward the use of American troops. 
Britain is said to be reconsidering 
the alliance proposal. 
These informants said none of 
those present—Republican or Dem 
ocrat—said anything critical of the 
way Dulles has been quarterback 
ing U. S. policy. 
Says COP is Split

President Signs 
$965 Million 
Bill for Roads 


Most Apportioned 
To Stotes Os 
Matching Funds 


WASHINGTON (UP) — President 
Eisenhower today signed into law 
a bill authorizing 965 million dol­ 
lars a year for highway construc­ 
tion in fiscal 1956 and 1957. 
Of the total, 875 million dollars 
each year would be apportioned to 
the states for use as matching funds 
for primary, secondary and city 
road building projects, 
Th * bill provides 81 million dol­ 
lars a year for building highways 
on federally controlled lands suc h 
as national forests and Indian res­ 
ervations and IO million a year to 
two foreign projects — the Intcr- 
American Highway and the Rama 
Road, a Nicaraguan defense proj­ 
ect. 
The measure also carries 
175 
million dollars for an interstate 
defense highway. 
The current law provides 675 mil­ 
lion dollars a year for highway con­ 
struction. 
Compromise Rill 
Mr 
Eisenhower backed the in­ 
crease* in federal spending on road 
building 
He told a news confer 
once Feb. IO the government is 
now collecting about 910 million 
dollars a year from the gasoline 
tax but is not spending nearly that 
much on roads. 
The President in­ 
dicated he would like to see almost 
all this money returned to motor­ 
ists^ in the form of-better roads. 
The l>ill was a compromise be­ 
tween the 875 million dollars a 
year voted by the House and a rec­ 
ord $1,010,000,000 approved by the 
Senate

70 workers suffered 
exposure to 
deadly 
nerve gas at the 
Rocky

Two Army doctors

an Army Navy Air Force medical 
conference that all workers recov­ 
ered completely within five days 
from mild exposure to “ G-gas.” 
Lethal doses of the gas, used as 
a deadly war weapon, completely 
wreck the human nervous system. 
The doctors emphasized that no

places in this country where G- 
gas is manufactured by

him last spring by a young officer 
in the Army intelligence division. 
The letter purported to he from 
FBI Director J Edgar Hoover. 
Brownell said Hoover had “ex 
jammed" the document presented 
by McCarthy and “advised me he 
never wrote any such letter.” 
Identical Phraseology 
“ However,” Brownell said, “this 


I document does contain phraseology 
which is identical in words and 
paragraphs” with those in a 15-page 
confidential FBI memorandum sent 
to the Army Jan 26, 1951.

Brownell said the purported FBT 
letter which McCarthy introduced 
in the hearings Tuesday contained 
| “evaluations” of FBI information 
on certain persons that “were not 
made by FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover or anyone acting on his 
behalf.”

Last y ear the traffic accident 
fatality total of 2,179 in Illinois was 
44 more than the total of 2,135 in 
1952 
While the Illinois total was 
Ihe highest since 1941, the fatality 
increase failed to keep pace with 
increases in the num ber of ve­ 
hicles registered and the amount 
of motor travel.
